Bustling with the 
energy of a strong united pub- 
lie spirit, the city is sure to go 
forward with rapid and steady 
strides, 

Here in the early days of the 
country came the Jesuits, bray- 
ing theterrors of the wilderness, 
of torture and of (leath, to labor 
among the untanght aborigines 
of the forest. Then followed 
the sturdy pioneers, hewing the 
pathway of civilization towards 
the setting sun, first of all Mph- 
raim Webster, who, in 1786, 
settled on Onondaga creek, 
within the limits of the present 
city, and traded with the Indi- 
ans. Thus it was that Web- 
ster’s landing was established. 
Down to 1840 the settlement 
was a mere hamlet of a few 
hundred persons, but the Erie 
canal had been opened and a

grown into a city, Syracuse was incorporated 
in 1847, with over 20,000 inliabitants. Twenty 
years later the population had reached 45.000, 
and to day the city has about 120,000 inhab- 
ifants. At the present rate of increase the 
number will reach the magnificent proportions 
of 200,000 in eight years more, Already the 
propheey is on many lips, and confidently 
made, that Syracuse is soon to be the third 
city in New York State: the first, Greater New 
York on the East; the second, Buffalo on the 
West ; and the third, Syracuse in the centre.

‘A central location, an unexcelled water sys- 
tem, a cheap and abundant supply of fuel, 
excellent shipping facilities, large and success- 
ful. manufactories, fine public and private 
buildings and business blocks, a healthful cli- 
mate, a beautiful and fertile surrounding coun- 
try, nearness to famous | mene resorts, public 
schools of high standard, numerous churches, 
hospitals, and asylums—these are a 
few of the factors that contribute to 
the progress and prosperity of the 
City of Syracuse. 

Its citizens are particularly proud 
of the water system just established 
and declare that it is the best in the 
country, For years the water supply 
was from an unhealthful creek, but 
in 1888 a movement was started for 
“pure water.” A commission of 
leading citizens was appointed to in- 
yestizate various sources of supply 
suggested, and, after 2 careful and 
prolonged éxamination, reported 
unanimously in favor of Skaneateles 
Lake as being the best for domestic 
and manufacturing purposes. In thie 
spring of 188), the Legislature passed an act 
authorizing’ the appointment of a, commission 
to construct the works, conditional on the ayp- 
proval of the taxpayers. The vote was practi- 
cally unanimous in fayor of Skaneateles Lake

A biological examination also 
shows very favorable condi-

The buildings and institutions of the city 
are worthy of attention, The City Hall is an 
admirable structure. It was built in 1892, of 
Onondaga gray limestone, stands four stories 





high, with a fire-bell tower rising over fifty fect 
and is 207x78 feet in dimensions, The Cen- 
tral Police Station occupies the rear portion of 
the building. The Government building was 
erected in 1884, and already is too small for its 
needs, The Court House was erected in 1857, 
and adjoining it is the County Clerk’s office 
building, one of the best of its kind in the 
country.

The public schools of the city of Syracuse 
are twenty-eight in number, and the standard 
is of the highest, Within the past two years 
six new schoolhouses, furnished in the ‘most 
moder tanner, have been erected at a total 
cost of $160,000, At the present time the 
attendance at the public schools is about 
15,000 pupils, and there are 354 teachers, The 
High School, situated in West Genesee Street 
almost in the heart of the city, is probably one 
of the best of its class in the State, but the 
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demands for more room 
make itevident that a larger 
building is required, and 
the indications are that the 
time is not far distant when 
this need will be supplied. 
Connected with the public 
schools is the Central Li- 
brary, occupying a building 
by itself, with 28,000 yol- 
umes free to all. 

Syracuse University, oc- 
cupying an elevated site of 
fifty acres, had its inception 
in the celebration of Meth- 
odism inl866, Syracuse ap- 
propriated $100,000 for it. 
The colleges are open for 
the admission of women on 
the same terms as men, A 
new $50,000 medical collage 
is now being ereeted. In 
addition to the three eal 
loges there are an obserya- 
tory, a library and gymnasium, each occu- 
pying separate buildings. Cronse College is 
one of the most magnificent structures in the 
world for educational pat 10808, 

There are 113 churches and missions, with a 
seating capacity ofnearly 45,000, The First Pres- 
byterian Church, organized in 1825 and erected

St, Paul’s Episcopal Church is large and 
stately, and the Church of the Assumption 


built in 1845, will seat 2.000 persons. A vigor- 
ous agency for good is the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. The two leading hospitals 
are St, Joseph's and the House of the Good 
Shepherd, the latter having in connection with 
it a training school for nurses. 

There are several orphan asylums, both 
Protestant and Roman Catholic. The Onon- 
daga County Orphan Asylum was ineorpo- 
rated in 1845, and has a large home for several 
hundred children in Bast Genesee Street. The 
House of Providence is an institution for boys 
and old and infirm people, under Roman 
Catholic control, The St. Vincent de Paul 
Orphan Asylum cares for orphan girls of the 
Roman Catholic faith, supplementing the work

The New York State Institution for Feeble- 
minded Children is a state charity, oceupy- 
ing a commanding position in the western 
ee? of the city, and comprises a group of 


arge and imposing buildings, The object 
of the institution is to furnish education to 
the idiots of the State and to fit them, so 
faras possible for some useful occupation. The 
institution was founded in 1851, but it was 
1555 before the site was established in Syra- 
cuse. There are about five hundred inmates 
at the present time. 

The Home for Aged and Indigent Women 
Was incorporated in 1853 by an association of 
earnest women. In 1870 a building was erected, 
and the average number of inmates has been 
about forty. It is probable that in the near 
futnte a department may be added for aged 
men, or that a separate Home will be erected 
for them. 

The Bureau of Labor and Charities was in- 
corporated in 1881 to aid in the work of ameli-

orating the condition of the deserving poor of the city, 
at the same time seeking to detect fraud and deceit. 
branch of this bureau is the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children. ‘There are many other organiza~ 
tions looking to the improvement of society or the relief 
of the needy and suffering and it is evident that the 
city of Syracuse is no laggard in doing humanitarian 
work. 

While the city has a number of beautiful parks, fine 
drives and many other attractive features, there are but 
few monuments, and its citizens have heretofore been 
accused of neglect in this respect becanse of their 
being absorbed in business life. Now, however, the 
city hes received and accepted an offer from Mr. Charles 
M. Warner to erect a monument to the memory of 
the soldiers who fought for their country in the late 
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The Century Club, 








War of the Rebellion and this is expected to be one 
of the attractive features in the near future. 

Tn 1886 the question of making Syracuse the per- 
manent location of the New York State Pair was 
agitated, and a yearlater was settled in favor of 
such location, The fair is under the control of the 
New York State Agricultural Society. For many 
years if had no permanent home but was held in 
various cities of the State, with uncertain fortunes. 
The city of Syracase contributed about one han- 
dred and twenty-five acres of land, and thereon a

No article on the city of Syracuse would be 
complete without mention of the Wieting 
Operu ELouse, one of the most historic places 
of amusement in the State, haying been estab- 
lished since 1850.

From this 
beginning, the business has expanded to its 
present magnitude, its plant, as indicated by 
the cuts, occupying two entire blocks in the 
heart of the city, being located within one 
block of both the D., L. & W. and the N. Y. C. 
freight houses, 

The goods originally manufactured were a 
line of plows sagan to the requirements of 
New York State, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey, 
and the New England States, but in each sue- 
ceeding year since 1880 the line has been grad- 





ually increased, until now they have agencies 
in practically every State in the Union, and a 
very extensive trade on the Continent, in Eng-
